(EXCERPTS) CHAIRMAN OF THE RCC, RCC MEMBERS, MINISTERS, 

YOUR EXCELLENCIES: 

THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE 1 SEPTEMBER REVOLUTION HAVE GONE 
BEYOND THE LIBYAN ARAB REPUBLIC' S BORDER. THEY HAVE 
INSPIRED OTHER PEOPLES WHICH FOR AGES HAVE BEEN UNDER THE 
YOKE OF FOREIGN DOMINATION AND EXPLOITATION. THE MALI 
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PEOPLE, WHO HAVE ALWAYS FOUGHT AND STRUGGLED FAITHFULLY FOR 
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THE RIGHT OF ALL PEOPLES TO DETERMINE THEIR FUTURE AND TO 
EXERCISE THEIR COMPLETE SOVEREIGNTY OVER THEIR RESOURCES, 
PAY TRIBUTE TO THE 1 SEPTEMBER REVOLUTION FOR THE VICTORIES 
IT ACHIEVED IN THIS FIELD. 

AMONG THESE VICTORIES WHICH WE WOULD LIKE TO STRESS IN 
PARTICULAR IS THE EVACUATION OF FOREIGN BASES IN LIBYA. 

THE SECOND ACHIEVEMENT OF THE 1 SEPTEMBER REVOLUTION WHICH 
WE MUST MENTION BECAUSE OF ITS HISTORIC AND ECONOMIC VALUE 
IS THE REVOLUTIONARY DECISION YOU IMPOSED ON THE OIL 
COMPANIES. THIS DECISION HAS CLEARLY RESTORED THE LIBYAN 
ARAB PEOPLE' S SOVEREIGNTY OVER THEIR COUNTRY' S RESOURCES 
AND ALSO OPENED THE WAY TO THE OTHER OIL PRODUCING 
COUNTRIES IN THE THIRD WORLD. 

WHILE SPEAKING ABOUT IMPERIALISM, I WOULD LIKE TO SEIZE 
THIS OPPORTUNITY TO THANK THE LIBYAN RCC AND PEOPLE FOR 
THEIR VALUABLE AND EFFECTIVE CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE AFRICAN 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WHOSE STRUGGLE CANNOT BE SEPARATED 
FROM THE STRUGGLE THE INDEPENDENT AFRICAN PEOPLES ARE NOW 
WAGING AGAINST IMPERIALISM AND ZIONISM. 

MR. CHAIRMAN, THE MALI PEOPLE, WHO HAVE SUFFERED A LOT FROM 
IMPERIALISM AND FOREIGN DOMINATION, ARE CONVINCED OF THE 
FAIRNESS OF THE STRUGGLE THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE ARE WAGING 
TO REGAIN THEIR LEGITIMATE RIGHTS TO A HOMELAND, DOMESTIC 
UNITY AND THEIR WAY OF LIFE AND CULTURE. THAT IS WHY,

MATIC RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL STEMS FROM OUR PROFOUND ATTACH 
MENT TO PEACE AND FIRM RESOLVE TO STAND CLEARLY AGAINST 
ACQUISITION OF LAND BY FORCE. 
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HISTORY TEACHES US IN FACT THAT ALL WARS AND CONFLICTS STEM
